Two MSSD teachers awarded grants 


Two teachers at MSSD have been 
selected to receive $5,000 grants for 
personal development and school 
enrichment from the GTE Foundation. 

Mary Ellsworth, science instructor, 
and Jay Innes, math instructor, will use 
the grants for the training and equip- 
ment necessary to begin a jointly taught 
algebra and physics program. Current- 
ly, MSSD does not offer any course- 
work in physics. 

Under the grants, $2,500 is ear- 
marked for ‘teacher study, field work or 
in-service training. Another $2,500 
each is set aside for use within the 
school. 

To qualify for the grants, teachers 
were required to apply as a team, one 
specializing in math and one in science. 
Only teachers of grades seven through 
12 in Florida, Massachusetts, North 
Carolina and the District of Columbia 
were eligible to apply in this first, ex- 
perimental year. 


A total of 40 team fellowships were 
granted, chosen from the more than 
350 applications received by GTE. 


MSSD’s resulting physics/algebra 
curriculum will be designed to “apply 
scientific knowledge to everyday life” 
and to prepare students for our high 
technology society. 


In preparation, Ellsworth will spend 
this summer doing independent study 
in physics at the University of Mary- 
land, participating in the American 
Association of Physics Teachers con- 
ference and observing the physics pro- 
gram at the Rochester Institute of 
Technology. 


At the same time, Innes will survey 
physics programs for hearing impaired 
students at the National Technical In- 
stitute for the Deaf, Northeastern Uni- 
versity at Boston and the University of 
Maryland. He will also study math and 
physics at The American University. 


Summer reading clinic set July 2-27 


Thirty hearing impaired students 
from the Washington-Baltimore area 
will be taking part in a four-week 
reading clinic to be held at Gallaudet 
next month. Students will be placed in 
small groups based on age, preferred 
communication method and instruc- 
tional needs and will be assigned to 
one of the seven clinicians for diag- 
nostic testing and about 60 hours of 
tutoring. 

The program, directed by Carol 
LaSasso, a professor in the Department 
of Education, will run July 2-27 from 
9 a.m. to noon with a recreational 
swimming program available from 1 to 
2:30 p.m. 

Parents will also participate in weekly 
seminars, conducted by LaSasso, 
where they can learn what to do to 


help improve their child’s reading at 
home and in school. 


This is the third reading clinic to be 
held at Gallaudet. The program was 
piloted in 1980 and 1981. According 
to LaSasso, plans are being made to 
set up similar reading programs in 
several demonstration schools in the 
Special Schools of the Future program. 
For example, the Atlanta Area School 
for the Deaf is interested in setting up a 
reading clinic next summer. Two staff 
members of the Atlanta School will 
participate in this summer’s program at 
Gallaudet.

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Plan devised to cut telephone costs 


Cutting back on the number of 
telephones on campus and the number 
of units with long distance capabilities 
are among the steps being taken in an 
effort to reduce projected spiraling 
telephone costs. 

The Telecommunications Services 
Department has developed a 12-step 
plan which is projected to reduce 
telephone costs by $151,000 during 
fiscal year 1985. Dan Bryant, director 
of Business Services, said the cost 
reduction will minimize the negative im- 
pact of a projected $359,000 increase 
in equipment and long distance costs. 
The total cost for telephone service in 
fiscal year 1984 was $639,000. 

New developments in telecommuni- 
cations equipment, recent changes in 
the communications business and in- 
creases in the long distance services 
billed to Gallaudet College are all part 
of the challenge facing Telecommunica- 
tions Services in the Office of Business 
Services. 

The department has received support 
from the vice presidents, President 
Jerry C. Lee and the Board of 
Trustees for a streamlining of the Col- 
lege telecommunications system. “With 
the new advances in these systems, 
telephone service and what it can do is 
far different from the residential service 
most people have at home,” com- 
mented Bryant. 

Part of the plan for changing the 
Gallaudet system is a training program 
for all personnel in the proper use of 
the telephone system and its features. 
Bryant wants people to be “more com- 
fortable” with the system and the ways 
in which it can ease the handling of 
telephone traffic. 

Four of the steps involve reduction in 
actual telephone equipment. Reduction

of the number of trunk service lines by 
15 percent and reduction of the num- 
ber of telephones by 10 percent will 
save the College a projected $29,400. 
Bryant estimated that there are 1,500 
telephones on campus. The College 
employs approximately 1,400 full-time 
permanent employees. 

Approximately 75 percent of the ex- 
isting telephones have long distance 
lines. Reduction of the number of 
telephones with long distance capability 
is projected to save $36,700. The ma- 
jority of campus office phones are 
equipped with key functions. Those 
phones with six or 10 buttons cost the 
College an extra monthly fee. Reduc- 
tion of those phones equipped with key 
functions by 25 percent is estimated to 
save $28,200. 

Another major savings of $26,400 is 
planned when the Northwest Campus 
long distance system is tied in with the 
Federal Telephone System at Kendall 
Green. 

Three of the proposed actions pro- 
jected to yield substantial savings are 
not connected with equipment, but 
rather with telephone usage. The is- 
suance of calling cards for use by 
travellers is slated to save $6,000. 
Reduction of the use of directory 
assistance by 50 percent will yield a 
savings of $4,000. And minimization of 
moves and changes in equipment will 
result in $20,000 savings. 

With regard to directory assistance, 
Bryant said that current telephone 
directories are available by request from 
Central Stores. 

The streamlining activities are sched-

ties.”” Use of TDD equipment should 
not be adversely affected, he said. 


“Upon completion of the system 
refinement, the College will benefit 
from a more efficient and less costly 
telecommunications system,” Bryant 
said.
